town. j t 

Any resident of Sierra Madre who , 
has visited the northern part of 1 
Sierra Madre cannot help but feel a f 
certain pride in it. And it is fairly * 
safe to assert that there is no resi- 1 
dent of Sierra Madre who would be 1 
ashamed to compare it with any of 
the finer residence districts wherever 
located in Southern California. With 
the exception of a very few districts 
where the houses are built for show 
or entertainment rather than to be 
utilized as homes, there is no- uni¬ 
formly finer district in the entire 
southwest. 

Real Homes There 

True, there is an absence of gar¬ 
ishness and that style of architec¬ 
ture which seems to cry out, “See 
what a fine house I am! There 
seems to be a shortage of those ex¬ 
tra furbelows which proclaim to the 
world that here is the home of a 
rich (if not very discriminating) 
family, but for a district where the 
love of a home and family is com¬ 
bined with good taste and sufficient 
' means to indulge it, Sierra Madre 
may defy any town to produce a 
superior district. 

Of course, all the homes in Sierra 
Madre which would fit into the above 
description will not be found on the 
north side of Sierra Madre. There 
is scarcely a block in the city where 
the same condition does not exist, 
but it is perhaps more uniformly 
true of this section than of other 
parts of the city. 

Community Character 

It is claimed by students of com¬ 
munity development that towns as¬ 
sume personality of character early 
in their life which future develop¬ 
ment and succeeding generations can¬ 
not destroy. That this is true seems 
to be proven by the type of develop¬ 
ment which is constantly taking place 
on the north side of Sierra Madre. 
The new houses, be they big or lit¬ 
tle, are uniformly luxurious but not 
one of them could be catalogued as 
pretentious. In fact, there seems to 
be in most cases a studied effort to 
eliminate this effect in so far as pos¬ 
sible. 

One of the older streets which 
comes under this heading is East

If the sentiments expressed at the 
meeting of the hoard of trustees 
last night by members of the Fire¬ 
men’s club, the volunteer fire depart¬ 
ment and the hoard is any indication 
of the situation, the Firemen’s club 
difficulty > will soon be settled to the 
satisfaction of a large majority of 
those concerned.

The upper portion of the district 
was owned by N. C. Carter, who, 
many years ago, built a beautiful 
home on the brow of the hill and 
planted many of the trees which 
now adorn the city. The Carter 
family still lives at the homestead, 
though Mr. Carter passed away sev 
eral years ago.
